PASSED ALONG 
IN THE HOUSE 


Night Session Endorses Votes for 
Attorney-General, Municipal 
and Other Departments 


Dparimental estimetes were passed 
slong with a fair measure of despatch 
during the night sitting of the hopee 
Monday, a sitting that more clostly 
reached the midnight hour than any 
held by the house during the present 
session, Votes were endorsed by the 
house for the attorney geteral’s de- 
partment, the department of muni- 
cipal affairs, treasury departivicat, 
auditor's office, including the tele- 
phone and legal branches, 

In tie attorney general's depart- 
ment the following votes were agreed 
upon—deputy attorney general §4,- 
000, two inspectors (one at $2,600, 
and one at $1,800 to tbe appointed) 
three law clerks at $2,400 each, chief 


Premier Defends Appointment 

Premier Stewart vigorously defend- 
ed the appointment of J. A. Reid, for- 

* merly agent general in London, point- 
ing out that few men were better qual- 
ified for dealing with the problem of 
civil service readjustments, and that 
it was intended to have Mr, Reid act 
on behalf of the province in the event 
of the federal government deciding 
to open the question of turning over 
the natural resources, By reason of 
long and intimate study of the natural 
resources case Mr. Reid had more of 
the details of the problem at his com- 
mand than did any other man in the 
west. 

The premier further stated his earn- 
est desire to have the civil servants 
placed on a more satisfactory work- 
ing basis, admitting that generally the 
employees receiving from $65 to $100 
a month were insufficiently paid. He 
‘was most emphatically in favor of 
having the government place itself 
above reasonable criticism by provid- 
ing salaries that would compare most 
favorably with similar work in regular 
commercial courses of business. 

The only departmental vote agreed 
upon during the afternoon session was 
that of $70,000 for the executive 
council. 

Detalls of the vote of $1,275,000 for 
purposes of public debt provided 
$1,143,319 for interest charges, $106,- 
600 for sinking fund, and $26,181 for 
“commission, exchange and other ex- 
penses,” This latter item was crilic- 
ized by A. F. Ewing and Janies Weir 
for its lack of detail, the provincial 
treasurer explaining that these con- 
tingencies of commisssions, traveling 
expenses, etc., in connection with bond 
sales could not be outlined in advance. 
He said the expenditure under this 
heading as reported for 1918 would 
fairly accurately show how the yote 
would be spent. 

James Ramsey pointed out that the 
provincial treasurer had adopted the 
only method practicable under the 
circumstances, inasmuch as it was 
impossible to say just what expenses 
would be incurred in subsequent bond 
sales. 

Hon, Mr. Mitchell, replying to a 
question of F, Davis as to why che 
vote was $80,000 larger than last year, 
said it might be advisable to place 
three or fouv bond Issues during the 
year. However, Mr, Mitchell said, in 
answer to A. Gilmour, that whether 
or not these sales would be made by 
tender or private purchase must de- 
pend upon financial conditions at the 
time the bonds would have to be plac- 
ed on the market. 

When James Weir read an an- 
nouncement that a million and a half 
isssue of Manitoba bonds had been 
sold at 101, Mr. Mitchell said that ho 
had been offered an even better figure 
than Manitoba by bond houses if a 
milion-dollar issue of Alberta were 
offured. 

A, Gilmour took the stand that all 
bond issues of the province should be 
advertised and tenders asked. Mr. 
Mitchell explained that last year’s 
‘bond sale was made privately because 
of the peculiar and uncertain state of 
the money market during the critical 
stage of the war, and he thought 
members of the legislature should 
commend rather than criticize the 
creditable sale which was made under 
the circumstances, 

$70,420 for Executive 


A vote of $70,420 for purposes of 
the executive council was finally 
agreed upon. President of council 
2,500, elght members of council at 
$6,000 each, clerk of council and law 
clerk $4,800, deputy clerk of council 
$1 320, clerks and stenographers §8,- 
120, general expenses $10,000, and 
provision for salaries advances by ef- 
ficiency officer $680, 

F, Davis objected to $10,000 being 
apportioned under “general expenses” 
when a greater portion of the sum 
was to cover traveiiing expenses of 
the ministers, It ~.s pointed out by 
members of the government that all 
such expenses had to be fully covered 
vy vouchers and were incurred on 
government business. 

‘Similar salaries for the perform- 
ance of similar work is what I hope 
to see among all employees of the 
government, having regard for ability 
and length of service,” said Premier 
Stewart when the progress of the ef- 
ficiency officer, J. Reid, was brought 
up. The premier went on to say that 
the government could not afford to 
pay lower salaries than those paid in 
a regular commercial way, but it was 
also evident that government salaries 
could not be subjected to fluctuations 
like those in general business, There 
must be a fixed minimum and ad- 
vances must be determined by right 
of promotion and duration of service. 

Premler Stewart eaid he was will- 
ing to shoulder all responsibility for 
bringing Mr. Reid back from London 
to act as efficiency officer, because by 
reason of long and intimate connec- 
tion with governmental! affairs of the 
West Mr. Reid was well qualified to 
aijust a civil service schedule of ef- 
ficiency. Moreover, when the confer- 
ence regarding the tranefer of nat- 
ural resources to the West arose, it

WANT FEMALE 
HELP BARRED 
IN CABARETS 


W.C.T.U. Delegation Interviews 
Council Committee—Solicitor’s 
Opinion to Be Obtained 


A delegation of women from the 
W. C, T, U. waited on the safety and 
jhealth committee of the city counell 
Monday afternoon asking that female 
help be prohibited in licensed cab- 
arets in the city, but the question of 
the council's power to prohibit the 
employment and the presence of wo- 
men help in places licensed by the 
city caused the resolution to ba tabled 
pending the deliverence of the city 
solicitor’s opinion on the matter. 

The request of the women wae very 
clearly stated by several delegates. 
They made it distinetly understood 
that In the interests of the young wo- 
manhod of the city, they wanted 
civic legislation to apply not only 
to the Saad disreputable cabarets, 
but to apply to all places of the sort 
operating under a city Hcence. They 
asked the city council to include in 
its bylaw governing cabarets the fol- 
lowing: 

“No license shall be issued or as-| 
signed to any female, nor to any other | 
| person on behalf of any female, nor 
\shail any female keep or be in charge 
|of a cabaret, nor shall any female be 
employed in or about any cabaret.”

VICTORIA, March 31,—"Canada 
does not realize the possibilities of 
the Chinese trade. Canadian business 
men have not awakened to thelr op- 
portunities in the republic of China,” 
sald Dr. J. R. Ross, Canadian trade 
commissioner to China, this morning. 
Dr. Ross was a passenger on the liner 
Empresa of Russia, which docked 
here today, He expressed himself as 
hopeful that an early settlement of 
China’s internal troubles would he 
that as a regult the 


commerce of the Dominion would 


benefit largely. 

Dr. Ross is returning to Canada 
after long service in China, His 
future movements are uncertain and 
will depend on his instructions from 
Ottawa. It {s poseible that he will 
remain on the coast for a time in or- 
der to let Western busi 
of the commeroial conditions in the 
Orient and thus help the Dominion to 
reap her share of the Chinese trade. 

“During the last five yeare,’ re- 
marked Dr. Ross, ‘Canadian trade 
with China has been’ gradually in- 
creasing until {t amounts now to §65,- 
000000. As Canada exports $3,006,- 
000 and imports $2,000,000, we have 
slightly the better of this intercourse. 

“While American concerns were 
fast invading the Chinese fleld, there 
was scarcely a Canadian firm in the 
country. If Canada is to get any- 
where in her business with the Orient, 
Canadian business men will have to 
wake up. There is plenty of buat- 
ness. The resources of China are al- 
most unlimited, but initiative {s need- 
ed to gain any results.

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CIVIL SERVICE 


Parliament Approves Idea and 
Government Intimates That 
Legislaticn Is Coming 


OTTAWA, March 81.—In the house 
tcday, *. B. MeCurdy'a (Colchester) | 
resolution ealling for a preference for 
wounded soldiers in tuo filllng of civil 
service vacancies, met with a great | 
deal of approval, but was not pressed, 
in view of a statement by Hon. A. K. 
MacLeun, thet the matter would be 
dealt with in amendments to the 
Civil Service act to be tintroduced 
within the next few weeks. 

Mr. McCurdy's motion was that, tn 
the opinion of the house, the civil 
service act should be so amended that, 
while having full regard to efficiency, 
preference in appointments to the 
civil service should be given to re- 
turned soldiers who had become cas- 
uaities in a theatre of war. Mr. Mc- 
Curdy observed that the civil service 
act provided for a preference to the 
returned man; but interpretations 
placed on the act placed all returned 
men in the same category. Thus the! 
man who had not got by England was 
classed the same as a man who had 
boen wounded and was suffering dis- 
ability. 

Major D. lL. Redman, Calgary, in 
seconding the motion, argued that it 
was the duty of the state to provide 
employment for the returned soldier, | 
Of a total of 16,242 positions filled by 
the civil service commission since the 
passing of the civil service act last 
year, only 1,834 had gone to returned | 
soldiere. The majority of the posi- | 
tions were no doubt of such a char-! 
acter that returned soldiers would} 
not compete for such a position as} 
stenographer. But the figures indl- 
cated that returned men were not get. 


ting positions enough in the civil 
service, 
Major Redman suggested that for 


one year at least no one but returned 
soldiers should be allowed to compete 
in examinations for male employees, 
and that the same preference should 
be given to the dependents of return- 
ed soldiere in receipt of a pension, 
For a limited period alao Major Red- 
man contendeG, automatic promotions 
of civillans in the service, which 
Would have the effect of barring re- 
turned soldiers from appointment, 
should cease. Furthermore, Major 
Redman expressed the view that the 
civil service commission should be 
given power to dismiss any young un- 
married man, appointed since 1914, 
who had not served in the forces and | 
thus create vacancies for disabled 
men. 

Sir Sam Hughes said he endorsed 
the view of Mr, McCurdy and Major 
Redman, He was sorry to see return- 
ed soldiers looking for civil service 
positions. He would rather see them 
going into other business and making 
good citizens of the country. 

Capt. R. J. Manion, Fort William 
and Rainy River, reminded the house 
that Canadians in the Imperial ser- 
vice and the Royal Air Force should 
be taken into account In conaldering 
this resolution. He made a plea for 
the grain inspection staff, a number 
of whom were laid off in the fall, He 
thought that returned soldiers should 
be kept on. They had been asking 
private corporations to do that, and 
the government, therefore ought to 
do the same. He did not like to sug- 
gest throwing any men out of work 
for the returhed soldier, but the re- 
turn:d soldiers should get good treat- 
ment. He added that most men who 
had 6uffered fro shell shock were 
Just as much a sualty as men who 
who been wounded.

PLEADS GUILTY —

John Nawchuk Pleads Guilty to

John Nawchuk appeared  hefore

When the officer searched the man 
he found only the sum of $32.70 in his 
possession, The constable, however, 
took his man to the cells and while 


the Nawchuk confided in a man 
whom he believed to be a_ fellow 


prisoner, the story of his new-found 
wealth. He told his cell mate that 
the money in question was to be 
found under the sidewalk on 73rd 8t., 
where he himself had deposited it 
for safe keeping. This information 
being communteated to Constable 
Sacker, a search was made and the 
$500 found rolled up in an old postuin 
tin under the sidewalk over which un- 
wary feet had trod.

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j A March Rain 


The light rain of Monday morn- 
ing was a most hopeful indication 
of spring. Rain at this time of 
vear is most unusual in this region. 
The days of late March and early 
April are generally bright and 
breezy, with the air set for cool- 
ness rather than for warmth, and 
with no suspicion of moisture. 
Such days are the very best for 
getting the crop into the ground 
but are not favorable for carly 
growth. Sometimes, indeed, the 
earliest spring means a late and 
light harvest. 

Although the snow may have 
cleared away completely in March 
the growing season does not really 
begin until rain has fallen, The 
first spring rain usually marks 
the beginning of the real season of 
growth. The harvest depends 
more on the date of that rain than 
on the date of actual seeding. 
With a light warm rain on thelast 
day of March it would seem that 
the spring throughout might vary 
from the usnal by being more fav- 
orable for early growth. 

While the Edmonton district 
has never failed to yield a crop 
because of lack of moisture, other 
parts of the province are not 80 
fortunate, In many districts the 
farmers are looking anxiously for 
spring moisture. In the ordinary 
sunny, windy spring this moisture 
frequently comes in the form of 
an April or May snow storm, And 
that was the best that the farmer 
hoped for this year. But a radical 
change to calm, warm, moist 
weather would be ever more ac- 
ceptable although unexpected. 
Fourteen was a dry season, with a 
short crop. Fifteen was a season 
of favorable conditions and an 
abundant crop. Since then there 
has been a little less moisture each 
succeeding year, with a corres- 
ponding crop shrinkage, especially 
in the south country. 

The early part of the present 
winter with its light snowfall and 
mild weather seemed to indicate 
another dry season in 1919. But 
in February and the first half of 
March snow fell freely and the 
weather became seasonably cold, 
although not very severe. The 
winter snowfall makes very little 
difference to the spring moisture 
in Alberta, as the spring winds 
generally evaporate it before the 
ground is thawed sufficiently to 
receive the moisture. But a heavy 
snowfall in winter is generally ac- 
cepted as a fore-runner of abund- 
ant moisture next summer, just as 
a winter of light snowfall is 
thought to indicate a dry summer. 
But from time to time the seasons 
change from wet-to dry or from 
dry to wet, and it may well be 
that the snowfall of February and 
March and the rain of Monday are 
the indications of a moist and fav- 
orable growing season, 


| Bolshevism in Canada.

The arbitrary change in time by 
the Canadian railways is a sample 
of pure, plain Bolshevism—the ex- 
ercise of power without regard to 
the expressed will of the majority 
and with as little regard for fair 
play, justice or the public conveiii- 
ence. Parliament declared by an 
overwhelming majority and with- 
out restriction of party associa- 
tions, for reasons fully stated, 
against # national change of time. 
And forthwith the railways of 
Canada change their time without 
notice. Such portion of the people 
as want a change in time fall in 
behind the railways and say to the 
majority. ‘‘The railways have 
changed time in spite of your ex- 
pressed objection, now you must 
change also to save yourselves 
from loss and inconvenience.’’

the question ‘‘Do the people of 
Canada rule Canada or do they 
not?’’ Control of the manage- 
ment of our railway is under one 
of the many commissions of control 
established by the Union govern- 
ment—the railway war board. As- 
suming that the managements of 
the various railways have of their 
own motion agreed to defy the ex- 
pressed will cf parliament, it is 
within the power of the railway 
war board to compel the railway 
companies to operate their roads 
according to their own time tables 
and in accordance with the ex- 
pressed will of parliument. 

It is passing strange if the rail- 
way companies can not he held 
responsible under the common law 
for the loss and inconvenience they 
have caused people by running 
their trains in defiance of their 
time tables. It is unthinkable that 
they should have the legal right to 
start their trains at eight o’clock 
legal time when their time table 
gives the hour as nine, legal time. 
Surely there is some remedy for 
such a condition of affairs. And if 
there is not there should be. 

A feature of the case worth 
noting is that the government it- 
self now directly controls some 
17,000 miles of the railways of 
Canada. Probably as great a mile- 
age as the C.P.R., and certainly 
much greater than the Grand 
Trunk. Did the managements of 
the C.P.R, and of the Grand Trunk 
go to the management of the gov- 
ernment railways and compel the 
government lines to take a course 
in defiance of parliament and in 
opposition to the publicly express- 
ed opinions of a large number of 
members of the government? Such 
& supposition would be absurd. By 
reason of its direct centro] of an 
enormous railway mileage the gov- 
ernment was in a position to dic- 
tate rather than be dictated to. It 
comes to this then, that while in 
parliament the government declar- 
ed the matter a non-party ques- 
tion, and the members of the gov- 


House, when the House had declar- 
ed against the change of time,— 
that is when the attempt to ‘‘put 
it over’’ in the House failed—they 
simply went on and made the 
change where they had the power 
to make it, in the assurance that in 
the face of the ‘‘accomplished 
fact’’ the country would submis- 
sively fall into line as usual. The 
habit of government by « -der-in- 
council has become so strong that

EFFECT ON CANADA OF JU, 8. 
WHEAT ACT 
Ottawa Journal: 

At what price will the United States 
sell wheat and flour next year? Can- 
ada has plans to make and machinery 
to provide for the handling of ita own 
crop and {t !s of the utmost import- 
ance to take proper account of the 
kind of competition the Wnited States 
may offer, 

Before inquiring in what ways 
preparation might be made by Can- 
ada, one other problem should be 
raised. Unless there is something 
like a crop faliure in the United 
States, the cereals harvested in that 
country this year from the immense 
acreage sown cannot but fully en- 
gage and indeed overtax all the 
handling facilities available, both in 
the interior and at the seaports. This 
has already been figured out by Mr. 
Barnes. With an average yield per 
acre, or better, it would undoubtedly 
be physically inpossible to fulfil the 
statutory obligations to its own pro- 
ducers and yet lend to Canada the 
use of its elevators and transportation 
routes for the export of Canadian 
grain and flour. niless it is reason- 
ably clear that the exportable sur- 
grain and flour, Unless it is reason- 
be sold within a year, the United 
States, with the friendliest disposition 
in the world, could not facilitate the 
placing of Canada’s surplus abroad 
if this should appear inconsistent 
with the duty imposed by congress of 
taking delivery of all of the wheat 
harvested in the United States and 
disposing of this wheat with a mini- 
mum of loss. During the past five 
yearae Canada has shipped almost 
two-thirds of its export grain in tran- 
sit through the United States. In the 
simple statement of it, the serious- 
ness of this problem will appear,

To show how radically wrong the 
situation must be, let me give the 
result of my ‘investigation into the 
stocks of our principal food stuffs to- 
day as compared with 1915, the first 
year after the outbreak of the war, 
and then show you how, although the 
consumption has materially decreas- 
ed, the cost has gone up. I will take 
first the cuse of meat. In 1915 there 
were 74,000 tons in hand; today there 
are over 180,900; in the case of bacon 
and ham the respective figures are 
19,000 tons for 1915 and 70,000 tons 
today; wheat, 1,900,000 tons 1915 as 
againet 2,765,000 tons today; lard, 


112,000 in 1915 against 29,000 today; 


oais, 1,150,000 tons in 1915 against 
2,500,000 today. In the case of sugar 
I have no figures to compare with 
1915, but in 1916 we had 60,900 tons 
on hand as against 300,000 today, And 
finaily I will take cheese, where the 
stock In 1915 was 8,000 tone as against 
16,000 tons at the present time. It 
will therefore be seen that in every 
case stocks have enormously increas- 
ed, while it requires no tabulated 
statement to establish the fact that 
consumption has decreased, partly 
owing to the introduction of the ra- 
troning system and partly to the great 
increase in retail prices.

MILD REPRIMAND 
TO PRES. WILSON 


|Should Find Out What France 
Has Lost Before Dictation 
of Peace 


Halifax, March 381.—The Herald 
this morning quotes Rey. D. 8, Chown 
general superintendent of the Meth- 
odist church in Canada, as having 
said in the course of a sermon last 
night that President Wilson “should 
not be dictating terms of peace until 
he knows what France has lost.” 

Dr. Chown said that he agreed 
with Christobel Pankhurst that the 
country which should have the most 
votea at the peace conference should 
be the country which had lost most 
heavily in the war, He held that 
President Wilson should make {t his 
business go see for himself the havoc 
wrought by the Huns before proceed- 
ing with the negotiations, 

Dr. Chown questioned whether the 
will to peace was strong enough to 
etand the test. He instanced the Brit- 
ish empire as a magnificent illustra- 
tion of what a league of nations ought 
to do,

The following particulars have been 
received from a trend by the Rey, O, 
J. Roberts, regarding his elder eon, 
Pte. F, W. J. Roberts, who was killed 
in action on Sept, 28th, 1918; ‘The en- 
gagement in which your son was Kil- 
led was a particuilanly severe and dis- 
astrous one for this battalion, Nearly 
every officer they had in that battle 
was either killed or seriously wound- 
ed; so that accounts at Jeast in part 
for your not having heard from some 
one here at the time. ‘The chaplain 
himself was sent to hospital very 
shortly afterwards and his work 
seems to have been neglected. From 
what I can learn your boy lost his life 
near Haynecourt village, being hit by 
enemy shrapnel while he was adyanc- 
ing with hia company; about 4.30 on 
the afternoon of September 28th, 
1918. He died very shortly after be- 
ing hit so that he was epared the ter- 
rible suffering so many had to endure, 
He is buried in Haynecourt cemetery, 

Private F. W. J. Roberts went over- 
seas with the 202nd battalion, was 
afterwards transferred to the 10th 
Canadian infantry, He was wounded 
early in the year and was gaseed in 
April, but speedily recovered from
